JOURNAL 

During the period under review , the circulation of the Journal 
increased substantially , being now over 1700 per month . 
Substantial changes were made in the design and layout of the 
Journal, the coverage and in the economics of paper and print 
ing . The cost of production has been reduced sizeably , at tho 
same time ensuring an improvement in quality and readability , 
COST AUDIT 

Since last year, there was no addition to the list of industries 
covered by the Cost Accounting (Records) Rules. But some 
progress is known to have been made in finalising the rules for 
Sulphuric Acid Industry . The industrics for which such rules 
have so far been framed are listed lelow ; 

Cement, Tyres and Tubes, Caustic Saod , Electirc Motors, 
Cycle , Room Air -conditioners, Motor Vehicles, Electric 
Lamps . Refrigerators. Automobile Batterics , Electric 
Fans, Agricultural Tractors, Aluminium , Vanaspati, Bulk 
Drugs, Sugar, Infant Milk Food, Jute Goods, Paper, In 
durstirial Alcohol, Rayon , Dyes, Soda Ash , Cotton Tex 
tiles, Polyester , Nylon and Dry Cell Batterics. 

During the year , cost audit booklets yere published in 
respect of three more industries, namely, Nylon , Dycs and Soda 
Ash . The total number of booklets so far published cover twenty 
three industries out of twenty - seven listed above . The pre 
paration of booklets on Rayon , Jute , Polyester and Dry Cell 
Batteries is in progress. 

Continued efforts Arc being made to ensure compulsory and 
ropetitive cost audit , in termsof the rocommendation of the Sachar 
Committee . Pending legislation to this effect, repeat cost auclit 
orders through dministrative mcasures are being pursued with 
the Company Affairs Department, 

The Council also undertook preparation of guidelines on 
Cost Audit, Internal Audit and other related fields. A paper 
on " Standard /Uniform sct of Cost Accounting Records Rules" 
for engineering industry was developed and submitted to the 
Government. Similar uniform rules for other groups of indus 
tries of a priority nautre are being developed as a prelude to

ACCOUNTS 

The audited accounts of the Institute for the year 1979 
80 are annexed to this Report. It will be seen that there 
was a substantial deficit in revenue account for the year , 
The main factors which have contributed to this high revenue 
deficit are normal wage revisions and higher Dearness Allow 
ance payments due to extra cost of living increased paper 
and printing costs and fall of revenue on tuition fees due to 
more students opting for oral tuition . 

A substantial measure of work simplification and rationa 
lisation has been achieved , and efforts to improve procedure 
and systems further continue. 

Despite these measures , it is necessary to augment the 
resources of the Institute , The Institutes admission and 
annual subscription rates, revised long ago, urc low compar 
ed to those of other comparble institutes in India ; and 
examination fees are grossly inadequate to cover the increas 
ed costs of paper, printing and establishment. The Council 
has accordingly approved increases in the rates of Members 


GENERAL 

In general the activites of the Institute have been kept 
up at a high level in tho spheres of professional develop 
ment, education , training and rescarch . There were many 
meetings and discussions amongst the memebrs inter se as 
well as meetings with Government officials, industrialists and 
others with the object of better utilisation of the services 
of cost and management accountants in industry . A major 
issue that has been agitating the minds of our members is 
on the scope of practice , particularly cost audit. A lot has 
been done to impress upon the authorities concerned to make 
cost audit compulsory and to extend it to a wider range of 
industries . The Sechar Committee did appreciate the Insti 
tute s point of view and mude certain useful recommenda 
tions, but before anything concreto emerged out of these 
recommendations, there has been a change of Government. 
The Council is pursuing the matter with the Ministry of 
Company Affairs . 

Apart from cost audit , there is wide scope of practice in 
other fields , such as, consultancy services , which the met 
bers should tap . Here, of course , members are required to 
develop their personal qualities to supplement their profes 
sional knowledge . 

The profession has grown rapidly over the recent years , 
(over the five years 1975- 1980, the number of members has 
increased by 39 % and the number of students by 200 % ) , 
and it is the task of the Council to reorganise operation , and 
establish efficient services both at hcadquarters and at the 
regions to meet satisfactorily the growing needs of members 
and students throughout the country , as well as to maintain 
closer links with both Government and industry . This is 
the major task to which the new Council may address it 
self.
